A SEEDED COXSTITUTIOXAL

It is given to»fcw men in American 


public life to ulter more absurdities 
llian William 
Jennings 
Bryan. So 


great a failure as he was in the secre- 
tary of state's office ought to be some- 
what modest about suggestions that re- 
late to foreign 
policy, which is what 


the Commoner has in mind when he 
proposes that "Woodrow Wilson resign 
the presidency. Mr. Bryan of course 
thinks nothing of resigning; in fact, he 
has been in an almost constant state 
of resignation since his third race for 
the presidency. But Mr. Wilson is 
made of different metal. He will do 
what the constitution 
contemplates, 


serve out his term and make-the best 
of what is truly enough an anomalous 
situation. He appears to be sulking a 
bit in his tent, but he will prescntlv 
emerge and get his proper bearings. 


The president is a very sick man. 


His survival for.any length of time is 
in grave doubt. Under the circum- 
stances the country should treat him 
with that respect and Consideration 
which arc his due. and permit him to 
close up his administration in peace. 
It may be found after all that the elec- 
tion has modified the presidential mind 
and prepared him for a compromise 
course on the treaty of Versailles. How- 
ever, it must be borne in mind that the 
congress which is about to reconvene is 
the old congress and that it probably 
would be futile to expect it to agree 
upon any peace program even if the 
president were disposed to again sub- 
mit the treaty. 


Mr. Bryans' proposal does, however, 


bring to attention once more the seri- 
ous defect in our constitution which 
continues in power the executive and 
legislative branches of the government 
for four months following 
national* 


elections. Here we have a most radical 
change in administration. The coun- 
try- by practically unanimous decree 
has voted out the existing order and 
substitute* in its place a government 
which 
represents itself as favoring 


wholly different policies in foreign and 
domestic affairs. 
It is the height of 


inconsistency that this change must be 
deferred through another entire silting 
of congress—that a congress which was 
elected two years ago and no longer 
represents public opinion shall again 
assemble, enact laws and otherwise en- 
gage in the transaction of the nation's 
business. 


An anomaly quite as striking is that 


executive authority which the people 
have voted to terminate is continued in 
force until the Fourth of March. Or- 
dinarily a new congress elected docs 
not assemble until more than a year 
later. By that lime it is possible a still 
further change in public opinion may 
have taken place. Of course President 
Harding will call the new congress in 
special session to consider the peace 
problem, but it often happens that a 
change in administration is not effect- 
ed in the legislative branch for more 
than a year and that is altogether 
wrong. 


President Harding should take office 


not later than the first of January and 
there should in the meantime be no 
further sitting of congress. The new 
congress should go into session im- 
mediately following his inauguration. 
There is hardly any question but what 
the people would favor a modification 
of the constitution 
which brought 


about this greatly needed reform, so 
strikingly demanded at this particu- 
lar time, and one of the first acts of 
Hie Harding administration should be 
to propose a constitutional amendment 
of this character.

medicinal substance must be extinguished in the 
mixture, s-o that no particle can be felt with the 
fingers or detected with tho eye. That is the test 
of a well made ointment — a test which too -many 
alleged ointments fail to satisfy.

ment ("blue ointment") or the more cleanly calomel 
ointment is commonly applied to the skin by fric- 
tion for the purpose of producing systemic effects.

the skin.

Tet the facts about the oil supply

The consumption of gasoline in this

Barring some 
improbable great find of oil in this 
country, we will always live in fear of 
a shortage and we will occasionally 
suffer from shortage at 1-sast.

efforts made, yet it could not hold out 
any guarantee that it would be able to 
protect either the personnel who might 
go in lo'superintcnd the distribution or 
protect stores and supplies against seiz- 
ures agd confiscation. The American 
Red Cross was inclined to take the risk, 
but the whole matter was put up to ihe 
men in the field and especially to Mr. 
Olds, the European director. 


These men were-unanimous in their 


judgment that il would be unwise to 
risk their people or their supplies in 
Russia at this time and that there was 
no way in which Hie United 
States, 


through the state department, or oth- 
erwise, could protect them. Thereupon, 
it was decided to withhold distribution 
and the decision was wholly the deci- 
sion of the Red Cross European direc- 
tors and n gents, many of whom had 
been in soviet Russia, and who were 
intimately acquainted with the meth- 
ods of ^he soviet government. 
The 


Jewish Relief society did go into Rus- 
sia, in a small way and immediately 
encountered the opposition of the so- 


i viet government. 
American Quakers 


united with British Friends in Russian 
relief work, but this is done under the 
name of the British society. After 
learning of what American Jews and 
Quakers were doing, the stale depart- 
ment became really desirous lint the 
Red Cross should go ink) Russia. Red 


supplemented chiefly in three ways. In 
the first place, motor fuel may be ob- 
tained from coal by coking it and also 
from natural gas. Neither of these 
sources otters a solution of the prob- 
lem, of course, because the ooal and 
gas supplies are inadequate. But they 
will help. Especially important is the 
growth of the tendency to ooke all 
jzoal before it is used as furnace fusl. 


In the second place, we have vast 


deposits of shales containing petrole- 
um which science has found ways of 
extracting. The supply of oil in the 
oil shales is vastly greater than that 
in the known nelds of free oil. These 
oil shales have repeatedly been held 
up as a complete solution of the prob- 
lem. Ae a matter of fact they are no 
immediate solution at all. The extrac- 
tion of oil from the shales is hardly on 
a. commercial basis yet, and the mere 
digging of the shales would take al- 
most as many*men as it takes to dig 
our coal supply. It is reasonable to 
hope that the oil shales will ultimate- 
ly supply a large part- of our needs 
for petroleum, and it is comforting to 
know that this great potential supply 
is at hand in our own country;'but it 
must be borne in mind that we have 
not yet learned how to get at this 
treasure. 


The use of alcohol as a motor fuel, 


and even as a source of all power has 
also been the subject of much mis- 
representation. Alcohol can ba made 
from most vegetable matter, and ve- 
getable matter renews itself indefi- 
nitely. Therefore here is theoretical- 
ly an inexhaustible source of motor 
fuel. But here again, the whole tech- 
nique of producing the fuel remains 
to be discovered. 
Alcohol 
is now 


worth three times as much as gaso- 
line. From the leaves of forest trees 
enough alcohol could be made to run 
all the automobiles in tha country but 
the cost of gathering the leaves is pro- 
hibitive. 
Enough 
vegetable matter 


goes to waste on farms and in saw- 
mills to make an alcohol supply ade- 
quate for our motor fuel needs, but 
here again the cost of gathering this 
widely scattered material and making 
it into alcohol is prohibitive. 


Industry Lag's 


The inertion of our industrial sys- 


tem must be taken into account here. 
Government bureaus are doing a little 
experimental work on both oil shales 
and alcohol production, but not much. 
If scientific commissions of the high- 
est character 
were 
constituted to 


look into these matters, and were giv- 
en all "necessary funds to make expe- 
riments on a commercial 
scale, we 


would certainly progress more rapid- 
ly toward a solution of the motor 
fuel problem. But the interests that 
sell us our fuels at high prices are 
not interested in creating large sup- 
plies of cheap fuel, nor do they care 
to have the Government do it. And 
the Government dances more to their 
music than to the somewhat vague and 
discordant tune which arises from the 
mass of the consumers. 


There are enormous supplies of oil 


in other parts of the world than the 
United States, but obtaining a share 
of this supply is •"'complicated by con- 
siderations of international policy and 
of commercial expediency.

The supply of 
motor fuel probably can be sustained 
indefinitely, and whether this is done 
and how well depends 
largely

how the supply is administered by the 
Government and by the private inter- 
ests who control it. This administra- 
tion in turn probably depends upon 
how well the average consumer under- 
stands his own interest in the matter 
and how vigorously he asserts it.

Service system of efficiency in service 
and today only the heads of the de- 
partments are appointed by the gov- 
ernor and practically all of^them with 
the consent and approval of the Sen- 
ate. 
Thus an antagonistic senate 


could hold up 
the appointments of 


the governor indefinitely if it chose 
to do so, as was the case two years 
ago with the re appointment of Carl 
D. Jackson of the Railroad Commis- 
sion, which was held up by the Sen- 
ate for weeks before 
he was finally 


confirmed. 


However, the members of the Sen- 


ate are human beings, sent here for 
a purpose and after investigating the 
qualifications 
of an appointee 
they 


generally confirm in the end. 
Such 


was not the case two years ago when 
at the solicitation of organized Labor, 
Gov. Phillip appointed a successor to 
Fred M. Wilcox 
on 
the Industrial 


Commission. 
The Senate first gave 


an informal vote of confidence to Mr. 
Wilcox and then refused to confirm 
the governor's appointment and Mr. 
Wilcox was reappointed. 


Although • it is to be expected that 


•Governor-Elect Blainc will meet some 
opposition to his appointments in the 
Senate, it is believed on a whole they 
will be confirmed.

by railroads and finely made high- 
ways, but there still remain many 
things, in the northern 
part of the

eers. 


Within the past six weeks a crew 


of the Wisconsin Highway Commis- 
sion 
was engaged 
in grading and 


ditching a road through 
the Bibon 


marsh in Eayfleld/County. Every few 
days the crew would find sections of 
the deep ditch 
being dug on either 


side of. the roadway filled up by a col- 
ony of beavers, and the dams the ani- 
mals were constructing would back 
the water on the highway, thus re- 
tarding greatly the work. 


After several weeks Of wasted effort 


in trying to repair the damage done 
by the industrious little animals, the 
Highway Commission was obliged to 
ask permission 
of the Conservation 


Commission to kill off the beavers in 
order that the three miles of swamp 
road could be completed. The colony 
was destroyed under the direction of. 
two conservation wardens.
